Fan Francisco, Feb. 5.—The close 
of the present week will see an un­ 
usual amount, of war material and sup 
plies shipped from this port to the 
Philippines and the Hawaiian islands. 
This fact, taken in connection with the 
arrival of the transport Buffalo from 
Honolulu painted leaden gray, the ced­ 
er that Is associated in the popular 
mind with the fighting garb of the 
American navy, and the unexpected 
return of the torpedo flotilla from the 
south, is causing some local comment. 
Today the bark Mohican cleared 
for Honolulu, carrying two great dis­ 
appearing guns destined to form a 
part of the defense at Pearl Harbor. 
Saturday the Pacific Mall liner Asia 
sails for Manila and Japan, carrying 
3,500 tons of cargo, 2,000 tons of 
which 
consist 
of 
army 
and 
navy 
stores for the Philippines. 
Included 
In this shipment are 300 submarine 
mines, which are to be placed beneath 
the waters of Subig bay at the en­ 
trance of Manila harbor, and 2,500 
cafes of small arms ammunition. The 
army transport Sheridan also left for 
Honolulu today laden with 13,000 tons 
of generrl supplies for the troops in 
the islands. 
In connection with the change made 
in the color of the Buffalo, it is stat­ 
ed that orders have gone out to the 
Pacific fleet that the big fighting ships 
he similarly altered in appearance 
on theii 
return to Magdalena bay 
from the South American cruise. This 
is the first time since the building of 
the new navy—"the white navy”—as 
it has been widely known, that tho 
color of the ships has been changed 
except in time of war. 
While admitting that there i3 un­ 
usual activity just a present in Pa­ 
cific coast naval circles, officers of the 
navy profess themselves unable to ex­ 
plain It.

Memphis, Tenn., Feb. 5.—Following 
a daring holdup on a busy thorough 
fare, Henry Morton, a negro, armed 
with a revolver and with pockets 
filled with ammunition, ran amuck, 
firing repeatedly into street cars and 
houses and at pedestrians and ter­ 
rorized a section of North Memphis 
before he was shot to death by police 
and citizens. 
A riot call brought a squad of po­ 
lice, who. were joined by several score 
of citizens and Morton was finally cor­ 
ralled on a porch. 
At bay, the ne­ 
gro continued to fire on his pursuers, 
hut his bullets went wild, while a vol­ 
ley from the pursuers put an end to 
the battle. 
As far as known no one 
was hit by the negro’s bullets.

Tampa, Fla., Feb. 5.—Speaking to 
an immense throng of people from 
the grand stand at the racetrack, Will­ 
iam J. Bryan said he brought to the 
Democrats of the South a message of 
good cheer, that there is a steadily in­ 
creasing sentiment that makes for 
the growth of the Democratic party in

House Indefinitely Postpones 
the Ware Measure. 


LARGER THAN TWO YEARS AGO 


Majority of Twenty-nine Against thei 


Measure This Year—-County Agri­ 


cultural School Bill Introduced by

Amended and Passed by the House. 


Ware W ill Present No More Bills. 


St. Paul, Feb. 5.—County option was 
defeated in the house for another two 
years, and this time by a larger vote 
than two years ago. 
The bill was in­ 
definitely postponed after the house 
had adopted a gag rule which prevent­ 
ed any discussion of the measure ex­ 
cept when members explained their 
votes. 
The final vote on the bill was 
73 to 44. 
In explaining their votes many mem­ 
bers spoke strongly against the mo­ 
tion offered by R. J. Wells of Brecken­ 
ridge, which cut off the debate before 
it started, and called it unprecedented 
and cowardly. 
Of those who voted 
against county option the following 
voted against the motion which pre­ 
vented debate: Carley, Denzer, Henry, 
Mackenzie, Ferry, Thayer, Washburn, 
White and Speaker Rockne. 
The temperance committee reported 
the bill for indefinite postponement 
and its chairman, G. A. Mackenzie of 
Gaylord, moved the adoption of the 
report. 
A minorit report was brought 
in signed by five members of the com­ 
mittee, John Saugstad, C. K. Melby, 
Henry RusJ.ad, C. J. Swendsen and G. 
IL Ilattson. 
Saugstad moved that the 
minority report be adopted. 
His mo* 
tion had precedence and the vote on 
that was a straight vote for or against 
the bill. 
Mr. Wells said he thought every 
member knew how he wanted to vote 
and no debate could change any of 
them, so he moved the previous ques­ 
tion. 
His motion carried—66 to 51— 
although several members in explain­ 
ing their votes said they were opposed 
to this kind of treatment of the mi­ 
nority. 


Ware Blames Steering Committee. 
A. K. Ware, the author of the bill, 
accused the steering committee of be­ 
ing responsible for the gag rule. Mac­ 
kenzie also spoke against it, as did 
Lennon, White and Washburn. 
On the roll call on Saugstad’s mo­ 
tion W. H. Putnam of Red Wing, in 
explaining his vote, said that a third 
of the people of the {-tate wanted this; 
bill and 60 per cent of the people 
wanted some kind of reform in the 
liquor laws; that the opponents of tills 
bill “did not have the sand to let the 
forty members of the house who favor 
it present their arguments.” 
Mr. Ware, in a somewhat passionate 
statement, said that he was a marked 
man in the house; that any bill of his 
whether good or had, would have no 
chance, so he asked to have his two 
bills—one on primary election and o ik 
for a tonnage tax—withdrawn, and 
promised that he would present ne 
more bills this session.

The amendment requiring the sub­ 
mission of the question to the voters 
was adopted after considerable dis­ 
cussion.

sition to the bill was overcome by 
the adoption of the amendment which 
left the question to the voters of the 
whole state. 


School for Each District. 
Senator A. D. Stephens introduced a 
bill dividing the state into nine dis­ 
tricts and giving each a school, the 
one at Crookston to be one of them. 
With the fate of the county option 
bill again decided, Senator C. J. An­ 
derson of Alexandria and Representa­ 
tive Elmer E. Adams of Fergus Falls 
are working on a new bill for the con­ 
trol of the liquor license. 
The temperance committee recom­ 
mended for passage a bill which pro­ 
hibits minors from entering saloons 
in addition to the present law pro­ 
hibiting them 
from buying drinks. 
Senator Alderman’s bill limiting the 
number of saloons to one for every 
500 inhabitants and his bill that the 
licensing power shall investigate the 
character 
of 
the 
man 
wanting 
a 
license, were also reported to pass. 
Radical inequalities in representa­ 
tion in the senate .are revealed in the 
maps now being prepared by the com­
